Claim 34 A method of obtaining the three-dimensional structure of the protein 
of SEQ ID NO: 3: 

. (a) Crystallize a protein consisting of SEQ ID NO: 3 to obtain a 
protein crystal having a crystal lattice in a P2i2i2i space 
group and unit cell dimensions, +/- 5%, of a=70.3 A, b= 
152.60 A, and c=214.65A°; 

(b) Use the crystal of (a) to obtain an X-ray diffraction pattern; 
and 

(c) Solve the three-dimensional structure of the protein from the 
diffraction pattern, and thereby obtain the three-dimensional 
structure.
